To the Governor and Legislature of the State of Louisiana and the 
President and Members of the State Board of Education: 


I have the honor of submitting herewith, as required by law, the 
biennial report of the State Normal College for the years 1924 to 1926. 


PURPOSE AND HISTORY 


As the State Normal School of Louisiana, this institution was 
established by legislative enactment in the year 1884, and was 
opened for the reception of students on November 1, 1885. The sole 
purpose for which the institution was created is the training of the 
white youth of the State as teachers, and it is the only state school 
established for this sole purpose. 

The Constitution of 1921 changed the name of the school to 
“Louisiana State Normal College,” although a full four-year college 
course had been established in 1918. 

Normal has always been largely attended and has been patron- 
ized by tens of thousands of Louisiana people. The total separate 
yearly enrollments of the college during the forty-one years of its 
existence have been:

RECORD OF SERVICE 


Since its establishment in 1885, the State Normal College has 
written a record of high and uninterrupted service to the cause of 
education in Louisiana. In its early years, the school sent out its 
graduates as educational pioneers, trained and inspired for lives of 
consecrated service. Following their labors and endeavors came the 
educational awakening of our State twenty-five years ago. Today, 
no state can boast of more rapid or substantial educational progress 
during the last quarter-century than can Louisiana; and the most of 
our advancement had its origin or inspiration on Normal Hill in 
Natchitoches. 

Today Normal supplies two-thirds of the elementary teachers 
trained by the State. Since it became a college in 1921 it has gradu- 
ated with the Bachelor of Arts degree 150 teachers, qualified to hold 
positions in the approved high schools of the State. The total number 
of its two-year and four-year graduates is now (March, 1926) 5094. 

The increase in the service rendered to the State by Normal is 
revealed in the number of graduates that have completed the courses 
during the last few years.

Despite the unprecedented growth and development of the public 
schools of Louisiana and the consequent increase in the demand for 
trained teachers, the State Normal College today comes nearer sup- 
plying this need than ever before since it was founded forty-one years 
ago. 


ADMISSION 


The admission requirements of the State Normal College are 
those of the standard American college, viz: graduation from an 
accredited or state-approved high school with not fewer than fifteen 
units. Private or denominational academies, approved by the State 
Department, are recognized as the equivalent of high schools. Can- 
didates from all other types of secondary schools are admitted only 
on examination. 

The standards of admission for the summer session are the same 
as for the other three quarters. 


CURRICULUMS 


The college offers two-year and four-year curriculums for the 
preparation of teachers. The short courses lead to the Elementary 
Professional Certificate, which qualifies the holder to teach in the 
grades of schools with high school departments; and the four-year 
curriculums lead to the degree of Bachelor of Arts, qualifying such 
graduates to teach in the high schools. The four-year curriculums 
are as follows:

The two-year curriculums are short courses designed to train 
teachers for the three departments of the elementary school: kinder- 
garten-primary grades, intermediate grades, and grammar grades. 


STANDARDS 


The State Normal College maintains the standards obtaining 
among the recognized American teachers colleges. In entrance 
requirements, qualifications of its teaching staff, amount and quality 
of work required, organization of its courses and curriculums, and 
supervision of student activities, it is on a par with.the best among 
the teachers colleges of the country. 


EXPENSES 


Besides living expenses, the only expenses involved in attending 
Normal are a quarterly fee for incidentals of $5.00, laboratory fees 
in the sciences varying from $1.00 to $5.00 a quarter (twelve weeks), 
and textbooks. The cost of textbooks is on the average $7.00 or $8.00 
a quarter. The books may be rented on deposit of their list price. 
When the books are returned at the close of the quarter a refund of 
three-fourths of the deposit is made. 
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‘In the boarding club the cost for three months is $74.50. This 
pays for room, board, laundry and infirmary service; and is due and 
payable before registration at the opening of each quarter. 

Hence the total necessary expenses of a student boarding at the 
college are approximately $250 for the regular session of nine 
months.

EXPLANATION RELATING TO BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


The program of new buildings here submitted is one that has 
been under careful consideration for years. It is in no wise excessive 
or extravagant. To bring Normal up to the rank of the better normal 
colleges in the matter of buildings a program no less comprehensive 
than this one must be adopted and carried out. 

In his 1923-24 Report, p. 57, Superintendent Harris says: “Old 
and dilapidated buildings should be renovated, frame _ structures 
should be obliterated, and additional dormitory and classroom facili- 
ties should be provided. These needs exist at all of the state schools, 
and especially at the State Normal College.” 

Following are, briefly, the reasons why each building is necessary: 

a. Normal has no science building. The departments of chem- 
istry, physics, botany, zoology, agriculture and bacteriology are now 
housed in cramped quarters in Boyd Hall, a frame structure erected 
for other purposes 30 years ago. The science departments combined 
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have only three classrooms and four small laboratories. To provide 
adequately for science instruction would require not fewer than nine 
lecture rooms and fifteen to eighteen laboratories, with supply rooms, 
dark rooms, offices, ete. Biology instruction as provided for in the 
proposed new curriculums would require for the freshman class alone 
three or four lecture rooms and four or five laboratories. Probably 
no normal college in the United States equal in size and importance 
to the Louisiana State Normal College is so inadequately provided. 
with the necessary means for efficient science instruction. 


b. The present assembly hall seats 720 students. The regular 
attendance ranges from 1100 to 1400. It is, therefore, impossible 
ever to assemble the whole student body indoors in one group. Dur- 
ing the summer quarter, all assemblies have to be held outdoors. 
The writer knows of no other school or college in Louisiana so inade- 
quately provided for in this respect. In the same building with the 
auditorium there should be eight or ten large rooms for the use of 
the literary societies and department clubs; these should occupy the 
second floor of the two wings of the building. 

In that part of the first floor not used by the auditorium, it would 
be possible to assemble all offices, including those of the president, 
secretary, treasurer, dean of women, proctor of men, registrar, post- 
master, director of extension, faculty stenographer, extension secre- 
tary, purchasing agent, superintendent of grounds, etc. Besides, it 
would provide space for the bookstore, offices for the different student 
publications, a faculty rest room, a faculty meeting room, and rooms 
for the officers of the religious organizations. Such an assembling of 
all administrative offices into a new building would release space for 
classrooms now very much needed. 


ec. Normal should have a brick, or preferably a concrete, fire- 
proof library building, centrally located and designed to meet the © 
requirements of a teachers college. The present quarters of the 
library are on the second floor of an old frame dormitory built in 1898. 


d. The department of education now occupies small classrooms 
in a frame building, which:-violates every principle of ventilation, 
lighting and school architecture taught the classes. Certainly the 
teachers college of the State deserves better provision than that. 
The education building is intended to accommodate all classes in 
professional branches; to provide offices, as recommended by the 
Survey Commission, for professors and supervisors of student teach- 
ing where students may consult their instructors; to furnish office 
space for administrative work inseparable from the department of 
education; and to provide appropriate quarters for the practice school. 
Such a building as is here asked for would enable Normal to make its 
training school the center around which all educational and profes- 
sional courses should be organized. This conforms with the repeated 
recommendations of the Survey Commission. 


e. Normal has no gymnasium for men, and its substitute for a 
stadium is an old frame grand stand that seats less than half of the 
student body. 


f. Any comprehensive program of- buildings for the State Nor- 
mal College should include the substitution of brick or concrete dormi- 
tories in lieu of the five frame dormitories now occupied by nearly 
500 young women. Some of these frame dormitories were erected 30 
Mb Mess are located among the academic buildings and are fire 

azards 


g. The growth of the college and the steady increase in the en- 
rollment of men make it necessary to furnish additional dormitory 
quarters for such students and to provide a separate dining hall or 
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cafeteria quarters for their use. The present dining hall, planned 
to accommodate 900 students has to receive 1050 or more students 
during the terms when the attendance is largest. 


h. One of the popular departments of the college is our School 
of Music, in which more than 450 students are enrolled and which 
operates without salary charge to the State, excepting for instruction 
in public school music. The School of Music now occupies a super- 
annuated frame building, part of which was used as a dining hall 
when Normal was established 40 years ago. The building is not only 
old and dingy, but was never intended or designed for use by a school 
of music. ; 


i. All normal colleges of any size or importance have one or 
more buildings for classes in household art, household science, home 
management and household physics, with laboratory rooms for cook- 
ery, serving, sewing, dressmaking, millinery, designing, etc. These 
departments now occupy four rooms on the first floor of Boyd Hall.

To the Governor and Legislature of the State of Louisiana and the 
President and Members of the State Board of Education: 
I have the honor of submitting herewith, as required by law, the 
biennial report of the State Normal College for the years 1922 to 
1924. 


PURPOSE AND HISTORY 


As the State Normal School of Louisiana, this institution was 
established by legislative enactment in the year 1884, and was opened 
for the reception of students on November 1, 1885. The sole pur- 
pose for which the institution was created is the training of the white 
youth of the State as teachers, and it is the only state school estab- 
lished for this sole purpose. 

The Constitution of 1921 changed the name of the school to 
“Louisiana State Normal College,” although a full four-year college 
course had been established in 1918. 

Normal has eiways been largely attended and has been patron- 
ized by tens of thousands of Louisiana homes. The total separate 
’ yearly enrollments of the college during the thirty-nine years of its 
existence have been:

RECORD OF SERVICE 


Exclusive of Orleans parish, the number of Louisiana teachers 
trained at the State Normal College is greater than that of all other 
colleges in Louisiana and other states combined. The magnitude of 
this service has been made possible by the reputation for sound train- 
ing made in the early days of the school and systematically added to 
as the facilities of the institution have increased, and by the fact 
that the State Norma! College has established itself in the confidence 
of the people as an institution in which sound discipline is maintained

ADMISSION 


Since 1919 the admission requirements have been completion of 
stan 1dard four-year high school course with not fewer than fifteen 
ts. A standard high school is one approved by the State De- 
pre of Education or accredited by one of the recognized stand- 
arcizing agencies of the United States. Graduates of four year 
academies, private or denominational, which are accredited by the 
State Department are admitted on the same basis as high school 
graduates. All other applicants for entrance are required to take 
examination in English, History, Sciences, Mathematics, and one 
of the following: Foreign Language, Agriculture, or Home Economics. 
The same conditions as set forth above are required for admis- 

sion into the summer school of six weeks.

SCHOLARSHIPS 


Under the law, the Police Juries of the several parishes of 
Louisiana and each ward of the City of New Orleans are authorized 
to send a student to the State Normal College at public expense. 
Relatively few parishes avail themselves of this authority, the number 
of beneficiary students at the college being for 1928-1924 only 
seventeen. 

The Normal Alumni Association has a student loan fund of 
$11,000, from which an average of thirty students receive financial 
assistance during each quarter of the year. The amount loaned per 
cuarter to one student is $75.00, and the rate of interest is 5 per cent. 

A generous friend of education in Rapides Parish has during 
recent years maintained a loan fund for the benefit of high school 
graduates of that parish, out of which as many as thirty students at 
one time have received financial help. 

Working scholarships are offered by the college in the dining 
room, library, bookstore, and offices, and on the campus and athletic 
field. These scholarships ordinarily pay an amount equivalent to 
the cost of board only, and approximately fifty students are assisted 
in this way each quarter. 

Besides the foregoing, a few other loan scholarships are offered by 
eivie and benevolent organizations. 


STANDARDS 


The State Normal College maintains the standards obtaining 
among the recognized American teachers colleges. In entrance re- 
quirements, qualifications of its teaching staff, amount and quality of 
work required, organization of its courses and curricula, and super- 
vision of student activities, it is on a par with the best among the 
teachers colleges of the country. 
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COST OF ATTENDANCE 


Besides living expenses, the only costs of attending the State 
Normal College are a quarterly fee of $5.00, laboratory fees in the 
sciences varying from $1.00 to $5.00 per quarter, and textbooks. The 
latter item averages $7.00 to $8.00 per quarter, and a refund of 75 
per cent is made when books are turned in at the end of the quarter. 


In the boarding club, the cost of room, board, laundry, and in- 
firmary is $68.50 per quarter if paid in advance; or $73.50 if paid 
by the month. 


This makes the total necessary and living expenses per year of 
nine months approximately $250. 
ATTENDANCE 


The total enrollment of resident students during the calendar 
years 1922 and 1928 was respectively 1733 and 1948.

RECENT IMPROVEMENTS 


The 1920 session of the General Assembly made a contingent 
appropriation to the State Normal College amounting to $190,000 
and payable out of the revenues of 1920-1921 and 1921-1922. 
This appropriation was received as follows: 25 per cent in June 1921; 
50 per cent in June 1922; and 25 per cent in June 1923.

BUILDINGS NEEDED 


SCIENCE HALL—The most immediate need of the college in 
the way of buildings is a science hall. At present all classes in 
Chemistry, Physics, Botany, Zoology, Bacteriology, Agriculture, and 
Home Economics are held in Boyd Hall, an old frame building 
erected nearly thirty years ago. This building is not only a fire 
menace but a wholly inadequate structure in which to teach the sci- 
ences. Small dingy rooms have to be used as laboratories, which 
fail utterly to meet the requirements of modern science instruction. 


Considering the location of other buildings on the main campus, 
it has been thought best to erect a single building in which to house 
the science departments. Such a building should have ten science 
lecture rooms, fifteen laboratories, and ten class rooms. A building 
of three stories and of approximately the same size as that of the 
main academic hall would fill the needs of the institution for the 
present and for several years to come. The cost of such a building 
will be $250,000. 

ADMINISTRATION BUILDING—The next greatest need of 
the State Normal College is an administration building. Certain 
departments which should be housed in a seperate building are now 
crowded into the main academic hall. Among these departments 
are the following: Library; offices of the president, treasurer, regis- 
trar, and purchasing agent; the extension divison, the bookstore, the 
post office, and the offices of student and other publications. The 
faculty room, the literary society halls, and the school of music should 
likewise be placed, at least for several years, in the proposed ad- 
ministration building, Most important of all, however, is the need 
of an auditorium of sufficient capacity to seat the entire student body. 
The present auditorium, which cannot be enlarged and which is so 
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constructed that a gallery cannot be added, seats 720, and this year 
fell more than 300 short of meeting the needs of our body of college 
students. besides, for many years all student assemblies during the 
summer term have had to be held outdoors. The new auditorium 
should have a present seating capacity of 1500, with provision for 
the later construction of a gallery with an additional 500 seats. 

The library, which occupies the only space available for such 
use, is located on the third floor of the main building, in quarters 
wholly inadequate and extremely ill-adapted for library purposes. 

To provide space for the several purposes named, the adminis- 
tration building will necessarily have to be a large and expensive 
structure, costing not less than $300,000. 

The erection of such a building would relieve the academic 
building of many cffices and departments, thus providing space for 
fifteen additional and much needed class rooms. 

OTHER BUILDINGS—Besides the science hall and auditorium 
described above, the college needs and could advantageously use sev- 
eral other buildings, including particularly the following: Five dormi- 
tories for women, an industrial arts building, and a social building. 
Nevertheless, no request is preferred for these buildings at this time, 
in view particulariy of the more imperative demand for and need of 
a science hall and an administration building. 


NEEDED APPROPRIATIONS 


The cost of operating and developing the State Normal College 
during the next two years has been carefully and conservatively esti- 
mated. ‘The present needs of the institution and the increasing out- 
- lays due to the sieady increase in attendance have necessarily entered 
into the estimate, put also have the strained resources of the State 
it is hoped, therefore, that the itemized estimate which follows will 
commend itself to you and be adopted by the Legislature as part of 
its appropriations for the next biennium. Following is the estimate,

The discrepancy between the total of the inventory and the 
actual appropriations made for building purposes is accounted for 
by (1) outlays made out of maintenance appropriations for equip- 
ment and improvements; (2) improvements and furniture paid for 
out of Club funds; (3) equipment purchased out of laboratory fees; 
and (4) excess of present inventory value over the costs of buildings 
when erected. The total of appropriations for buildings, improve- 
ments and permanent betterments by the State during the thirty- 
nine years of the existence of the State Normal College is only 
$522,224.
